This 
is the principal reason for suggrest- 
ing that the rates for the water, 
electric light and telephone service 
be increased According to the re- 
port submitted to councf) by Com- 
missioner Yorath Monday afternoon, 
a total increase in revenue from 
these three departments of $110,723 
would allow a sufficient surplus to 
pay a reasonable tax, 

According to the figures subdmit- 
ted at that time, {it was estimated 
that with a ten per cent. reduction 
in salaries and the suggested in- 
the utilities 
should show a surplus revenue of 
$400.000 not allowing for taxes. 

Commissioner © Yorath suggesta 
that the utilities should be taxed 


| $388,396 in order to be on the same 


basis as privately operated concerne. 
This is based upon an assessment 
of $5,804,230, and includes five per 
cent. of the gross earnings. 

The actual taxes, iess the gross 
earnings, would be $230,425. The 
gross earnings with the increased 
rates are estimated at $3,263,465, 
and five per cent. of this amount 
would be $168,171, making the total 
tax payable to the city $888,886.

At home, however, fish does not
